ing  rocks,  viz.,  Carboniferous  Limestones  and  Triassic 
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indeed  many  who  do  not  know  of  its  existence  have  spent  yeais 
in  debating  its  results.  Along  this  fissure  occurs  a line  oi 
springs  forming  St.  David’s  Well,  Nottage  Well,  Ffynnon  Tae 
Brenin,  and  the  Gas  Works  Well.  fihe  first  two1  determined 
the  earliest  settlement  of  the  district— at  Nottage,  while  all  in 
a period  of  greater  rainfall  fed  the  stream  which  carved  out  the 
valley  terminating  seawards  at  Sandy  Bay.  Due,  too,  to  this 
fault  is  the  limestone  headland  now  capped  by  the  breakwater 
It  was  this  that  fixed  the  position  of  Porthcawl.  At  first  a 
mere  inlet  sheltered  by  this  rocky  bluff,  it  was  artificially  im- 
proved as  an  export  trade  in  limestone  grew  up  with  Somerset 
and  Devon.  When  horse  trams  substituted  coal  for  limestone 
its  possibilities  were  realised,  a harbour  was  constructed,  and  a 
railway  joined  Porthcawl  to  the  world. 


In  early  times  the  coast  was  far  more  indented,  and  perhaps 
more  interesting  than  at  present.  Dess  than  200  years  ago  a 
tidal  inlet  extended  from  Sandy  Bay  to  Cae  Gwtr,  and  there 
is  clear  evidence  that  earlier  the  sea  came  up  nearly  fi>  Nottage 
Well.  Minor  inlets  occured  on  the  lines  of  the  Suffolk  Place 
and  Newton  Waun  Valleys.  Just  as  at  Kenfig  the  later  increase 
of  sand  dammed  back  the  natural  drainage  to  form  Kenfig 
Pool,  so,  too-,  in  our  area  The  Wilderness  and  Newton  Waun 
were  produced,  with  the  only  compensating  advantage  that  now 
for  the  first  time  was  a road  from  Newton  to  Porthcawl  possible, 
each  change  producing  a crop  of  problems  for  the  District 
Councils  of  the  future. 


Occupations. 

Porthcawl  is  a Seaside  Resort  and  Residential  Area ; the 
chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  the  keeping  of  Boarding 
Houses,  and  the  necessary  social  services. 

A small  number  of  men  are  employed  at  the  local  sand  and 
gravel  works  recently  developed,  while  a few  coal  miners  and 
quarrymen  residing  in  the  district  are  employed  in  the  mines 
and  quarries  at  Cornelly  and  Pyle,  approximately  three  to  five 
miles  distant.

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Work  is  carried  out  by 
an  arrangement  with  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.  Frequent  samples  of  water,  milk,  food- 
stuffs and  clinical  material  are  sent  for  examination  and  report. 
The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  specimens  other 
than  clinical  material  examined  at  the  Laboratory  during  1938  : —

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Infectious  Cases: — The  Two  Motor  Ambulances  of  the 
Bridgend  Isolation  Hospital  are  available. 

The  service  has  been  satisfactory  and  no  difficulties  were 
experienced  in  obtaining  prompt  removal  of  all  cases 
admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

For  Non-Infectious  Cases  and  Accidents: — A new  ambul- 
ance for  dealing  with  emergency  and  accident  cases  has  been 
provided  by  a voluntary  organisation.  A,  scheme  for  the  work- 
ing and  maintenance!  of  this  service  is  in  the  hands  of  a Com- 
mittee comprising  of  Members  of  your  Council  and!  represent- 
atives from  local  organisations. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  provision  is  made  for  general  or  infectious  disease 
nursing  in  the  home,  this  class  of  nursing  being  left  to  nurses 
in  private  practice  and  those  from  nursing  centres. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Welfare  Centre  : — A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is 
conducted  by  your  Council.  A change  of  premises  has  bee  i 
made  to  the  Lesser  Hall  and  some  of  the  Ante-rooms  of  the 
Grand  Pavilion,  which  are  somewhat  better  suited  for  the 
purpose.  Sessions  are  held  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoom- 
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Ante-Natal  Clinic  : — 'The  clinic  is  held  fortnightly,  in  the 
same  building  as  the  Welfare  Centre. 

School  Clinics  : — Are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Glam- 
organ Education  Authority. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary  : — The  nearest  Dispensary  serving 
this  area  is  at  the  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend.  This 
building  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association  and  equipped  on  modern  lines. 

Venereal  Diseases  : — The  nearest  treatment  centre  is  situated 
on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  road  immediately  opposite  the 
exit  from  the  G.W.R.  Station,  Port  Talbot.  It  is  maintained 
by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

The  Clinic  is  open  : — 

Males — Monday — 2.30  p.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  5 p.m.  to 
8 p.m. 

Thursday — 10.30  a.m.  to  1 p.m.  2 p.m.  to 
4 p.m.

to  4 p.m. 

Hospitals. 

For  Small  Pox : — The  Penybont  Small  Pox  Hospital  is 
available.  The  premises  are  situated  at  Cefn  Hirgoed,  near 
Biidgend;  it  houses  8 beds  and  has  facilities  for  extension. 

Fever  Cases: — No  hospital  is  maintained  by  the  Council. 
By  an  arrangement  all  cases  are  sent  to  the  Bridgend  Isolation 
Hospital,  your  Council  paying  the  charges.  There  are  44  beds 
and  the  staff  comprises  non-resident  Medical  Officer,  Matron, 
Sister,  Staff  Nurse,  two  Assistant  Nurses  and  four  Probationers. 

Extension  to  the  existing  accommodation,  comprising  the 
building  of  a new  ward  and  Offices  are  completed.^ 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  are  also  sent  to  this  hospital. 

For  Tuberculosis  : — There  are  no  Sanatoria  or  Tuberculosis 
Hospitals  in  the  area,  these  cases  are  cared  for  by  the  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association  and  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

For  Maternity  : — No  Institution  for  Maternity  Cases  is 
maintained  by  the  Council.  By  an  arrangement  with  the 
Glamorgan  Public  Assistance  Committee  cases  are  admitted  to 
the  Maternity  Ward  of  the  Bridgend  Infirmary,  when  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  expectant 
mother  is  housed  under  unsatisfactory  conditions  or  in  circum- 
stances tending  to  expose  the  patient  to  unnecessary  risks  due 
to  complications. 
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For  Children  : — None. 

General:— The  General  Hospitals  available  for  the 
district  are  situated  at  Cardiff  and  Liidgend. 

For  Orthopaedics— The  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
for  cases  requiring  a short  stay.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 
Notification  of  Births. 

The  notification  of  Births  Act,  which  requires  all  births  and 
still  births  occurring  after  the  28th  week  of  pregnancy  to  be 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  36  hours,  forms 
the  basis  of  health  visiting.  This  duty  has  been  well  observed. 

In  all  cases  where  the  birth  has  been  notified  and  as  soon 
as  ten  days  have  elapsed,  each  child  is  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor.  After  this  a visit  is  paid  every  four  weeks  for  the  first 
three  months.  From  the  fourth  month  onwards  until  the  child 
has  reached  the  age  of  five  years  a visit  is  paid  every  three 
months.  This  applies  to  children  doing  satisfactorily.  In 
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those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  or  Health  Visitor  thinks 
that  progress  is  not  being  maintained,  many  more  visits  are  paid.

to  1.

Supply  of  Free  Milk  to  Necessitous  Cases. 

The  amount  expended  on  milk  for  necessitous  cases  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1938,  was  £100/1/8.  (223  cases 

dealt  with). 

The  amount  expended  during  1937  was  £112/17/6. 
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The  scheme  operated  by  your  Council  made  provision  only 
for  expectant  mothers  during  the  last  three  months  of  pregnancy 
and  children  up  to  9 months  of  age.  At  a meeting  ot  your 
Council  which  considered  a communication  from  the  we  si 
Board  of  Health,  referring  to  Circular  1519  (Wales)  on  the 
subject  of  nutrition,  it  was  resolved  “That  the  question  of  the 
limitation  on  the  supply  of  milk  be  left  m the  hands  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  with  the  Officials,  and 
that  they  be  authorised  to  remove  any  such  limitations  m cases 
which  appear  to  be  necessitous.” 

The  services  under  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  have  not 
been  extended  in  any  way  during  the  year  1938. 


INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION, 

It  is  illegal  for  a person  to  undertake  for  reward  the  nursing 
and  maintenance  of  an  infant  under  the  age  of  nine  years  apart 
from  its  parents  or  having  m>  parents,  unless  due  notice  in 
writing  has  been  given  to>  the  Local  Authority  prior  to  the 
receiving  of  the  child,  the  period  of  notice  varying  from  48  hours 
to  seven  days. 

This  rule  can  only  be  waived  in  case  of  emergency  and 
even  then  notice  is  required  within  twelve  hours. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  person  named  to  whom 
notices  under  the  Act  are  required  to  be  sent,  and  the  Health 
Visitor  is  the  appointed  visitor  to  children  to  whom  the  Act 
applies.  The  statutory  powers  of  the  Health  Visitor  are 
substantial. 

There  were  4 children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Sections  C,  D and  E,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  the  Area,  Housing,  and  Inspection  and  Supervision  of 
Food  embrace  the  submission  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 

Water  Supply. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  area  is  served  by  a piped  supply 
on  the  constant  system  through  the  mains  of  the  Porthcawl 
Council’s  Waterworks.  Certain  outlying  isolated  houses  and 
farm  premises  (5  in  number)  derive  their  water  supplies  from 
underground  water  cisterns  supplied  from  the  roofs.  In  these 
instances  it  was  found  impracticable  under  existing  conditions 
to  provide  a piped  supply  from  the  waterworks  mains. 

The  gathering  grounds  for  the  towns  water  supply  are  situ- 
ated in  the  Margam  Hills,  about  9 miles  distant  from  the 
Porthcawl  Urban  Area. 

The  Main  stream  feeding  the  Graig-yr-Aber  Impounding 
Reservoir  rises  in  the  upper  part  of  these  hills  (approximately 
lj^ miles  above  the  dam)  and  flows  in  a southerly  direction; 
another  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Cwm  Fadog  Stream  in  an 
adjacent  valley.  During  the  peak  period  of  the  holiday  season, 
further  supplementary  supplies  are  obtained  from  two'  boreholes 
recently  sunk  in  the  Graig-yr-Aber  Valley.  From  these  sources 
the  water  is  brought  by  means  of  a pipe  line  to  the  filtration 
plant,  situated  at  Ty  Coch  within  the  Council’s  Area.  The 
mechanical  filtration  plant  consists  of  4 filters  (an  additional 
filter  has  now  been  installed  at  Ty  Coch)  capable  in  the 
aggregate  of  dealing  with  20,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour.  The 
filtered  water  is  passed  into  the  Ty  Coch  service  reservoir  of 
1,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

A chlorination  plant  has  also  been  installed  at  Ty  Coch, 
so:  that  all  water  is  now  chlorinated  as  well  as  prefiltered  before 
passing  into  supply. 
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Sufficiency  of  Supply. 

The  available  supplies  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
of  consumers  during  the  peak  period  of  the  holiday  season. 
These  demands  are  rapidly  increasing  each  year  due  to  building 
development  and  the  increasing  popularity  of  the  Area  as  a 
holiday  resort. 

The  proposals  for  augmenting  the  supply  are  : — 

(a)  Major  Scheme — Consisting  of  a storage  reservoir  in  the  Pant- 
yr-Rhyll  valley  to  hold  12,250,000  gallons.  This  reservoir  will 
receive  the  surplus  water  from  the  gathering  grounds,  at  Graig- 
yr-Aber,  during  the  Winter  months.  The  stored  water  will  be 
brought'  into  use  during  the  Summer  by  pumping,  and  will  pass 
through  the  existing  filters  and  chlorination  plant  into  the  Ty 
Coch  service  reservoir. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  on  November  1st,  1938,  and  as 
al  result  a proposed  scheme  has  been  approved,  in  principle,  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Council  have  instructed  their 
Consultant  Engineers  to  proceed  with  the  necessary  details,  etc., 
in  connection  with  the  works. 

(b)  Temporary  Measures — Pending  the  completion  of  the  Major 
Scheme  for  talcing  a supply  from  an  additional  Bore-hole  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ffynon  Fawr. 

Steps  taken  to  guard  against  Contamination. 

The  gathering  grounds  and  water  courses  feeding  Graig-yr- 
Aber  Impounding  Reservoir  are  the  subject  of  regular  inspec- 
tions. The  risk  of  pollution  at  Llwyn  Gladys  Farm  still  exists.

Upon  examination  the  water  was  found  to  be  grossly  con- 
taminated and  polluted,  andl  your  Council  took  the  necessary 
action  for  cutting  off  this  source  of  supply.  The  cistern  was 
emptied  and  the  pump  dismantled. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered,  one  small 
section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water  drainage,  the 
remainder  is  on  a combined  system. 

The  Western  Area  is  drained  by  gravitation  to  a sea  outfall 
at  Iron  Gate  Point,  and  is  generally  satisfactory. 


17 


Most  of  the  sewerage  of  the  Eastern  Area  gravitates  to  the 
Pumping  Station  near  the  Gas  Works,  the  remainder  gravitating 
to  the  eastern  sea  outfall  opposite  Newton  Point. 

Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  sewer  outfall 
at  Newton  Point  and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  dealing  with 
flood  water  in  the  Eastern  section  of  the  district,  the  Consulting 
Engineers  vvere  instructed  to  prepare  a comprehensive  report 
for  consideration  by  your  Council. 

Extension  of  Sewers. 

Several  minor  extensions  to  sewers  have  been  made  during 
the  year  in  those  parts  of  the  Area  where  building  development 
has  taken  place. 

A scheme  for  the  extension  of!  the  existing  sewer  at  West 
Road,  Nottage  has  been  agreed  to  and  work  will  commence  at 
an  early  date.  This  extension  will  provide  improved  facilities 
for  twelve  residential  properties  and  a juvenile  welfare  camp, 
all  of  which  are  at  present  draining  to  cesspools. 

Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  use  is  43,  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year.  In  addition  to  the  cesspools,  there  is  one  septic 
tank  which  receives  the  drainage  matter  from  public  conveniences 
on  Lockes  Common. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  for  dispensing  with  the  cess- 
pools in  use ; and  if  allowed  at  new  premises  the  owner  is 
required  to  give  an  undertaking  h>  dispense  with  the  cesspool 
and  connect  the  drainage  of  his  premises  to  a public  sewer  when 
the  necessary  extensions  make  it  practicable  to  do>  SO'. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  with 
a modern  mechanical  cleansing  vehicle  and  any  nuisance  arising 
from  these  operations  is  reduced  to  a minimum.

The  chief  difficulty  is  the 
question  of  finance,  and  these  works  have  been  included  in  your 
Council’s  “Five  Year  Programme”  which  has  been  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  services  in  connection  with  house  and  trade  refuse 
collections  and  disposals,  street  cleansing,  and  public  con- 
veniences are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
control  of  the  Surveyor. 

Collection  and  transport  of  refuse  is  affected  by  means  of 
two  motor  cleansing  vehicles  : the  disposal  is  by  tipping  on  one 
central  “Dump”  near  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  Urban 
Area. 
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The  refuse  is  collected  from  the  residential  parts  of  the 
district  twice  weekly,  and  from  business  centres  and  hotels 
daily. 


PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS. 

A further  scheme  for  the  proper  completion  of  additional 
streets  in  both  wards  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the 
work  is  now  in  progress.  This  will  affect  a much  needed 
sanitary  improvement.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

The  number  of  houses  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs 
was  four.  These  premises  were  in  private  ownerships — there 
are  no  Council  Houses  in  the  Area. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  in  these  cases  was  undertaken 
by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the  responsible  parties 
had  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  work. 

Concentrations  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  gas  and  spraying 
with  insectide  fluids,  zaldecide,  are  the  chief  methods  employed 
for  the  eradication  of  these  pests. 

In  all  known  cases  of  infestation  the  persons  concerned 
are  advised  upon  the  most  effective  methods  for  freeing  their 
homes  and  belongings  from  vermin,  and  all  possible  assistance 
is  rendered  towards  this  end. 
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'The  principal  reasons  for  the  prevalence  of  these  pests  are  : — 

(1)  The  indifferent  attitude  of  many  people  towards  bugs. 

(2)  The  dread  of  publicity  associated  with  disinfestation. 

(3)  The  inadequate  measures  adopted  by  house-holders  for 
ridding  their  premises  of  vermin. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

Periodical  visits  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  piggeries, 
slaughterhouses,  farm  Buildings,  hedgerows  adjacent  to  barns 
and  poultry  farms,  the  refuse  “dump,”  etc:  and  as  a result  of 
the  action  taken  for  destroying  these  rodents,  a large  number  of 
dead  rats  were  accounted  for. 

Systematic  attention  to  rat  destruction  is  given  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  throughout  the  year  and  the  Public, 
are  encouraged  to  seek  advice  by  inquiries  at  the  _ Council 
Offices;  advisory  leaflets  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  were  distributed  throughout  the  Area. 

The  methods  employed  for  their  destruction  include  trapp- 
ing, gassing,  poisoning,  ferreting  and  shooting  : the  most 

effective  of  these  is  gassing  by  means  of  a “Clayton  (Type  F) 
Machine”  using  Sulphur  Dioxide  gas.

SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

Generally  speaking  the  housing  conditions  are  good.  The 
problem  of  slum  clearance  does  not  present  itself,  and  there  is 
an  entire  absence  of  back  to  back  houses  and  congested  courts  : 
the  work  of  inspection  is  required  mainly  to  maintain  reasonable 
conditions  of  repair. 

Action  has  had  to  be  taken  for  the  demolition  of  a few  very 
old  cottages  which  were  found  to  be  so  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Their  general 
condition  was  such  that  they  required  demolition  and  complete 
reconstruction. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  progress  of  house  erection 
in  the  Urban  Area  from  1893  to  1938.

The  Procedure  for  eliminating  animals  yielding  Tubercular 
Milk  is  contained  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  and  is  now 
administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Any  suspected  cases  are  immediately  reported  to>  that  Authority 
for  attention. 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  towards  improving  the 
standard  of  our  milk  supply,  although  not  with  the  rapidity  one 
would  desire.  The  failure  to  achieve  good  results,  in  some 
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instances,  Is  due  to  lack  of  attention  to  the  important  points  of 
detail  necessary  to  be  observed.  Unfortunately  some  persons 
are  careless  and  others  have  not  had  any  education  in  the 
hygiene  of  the  subject  with  the  result  that  objectionable  condi- 
tions are  often  found  at  milking  times.  It  is  therefore 
necessary  that  frequent  visits  should  be  paid  to  carry  out  the 
enforcements  of  the  powers  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Local 
Authorities  for  the  protection  of  milk  from  contamination  in 
its  production  and  distribution. 

Cowsheds. 

Alterations  carried  out  at  one  cowshed  in  the  Area  during 
the  year  include  improvements  to  water  supply,  drainage, 
additional  windows,  repairs  to  loof  and  the  provision  of  a new 
milk  room. 

Ice  Cream. 

This  trade,  which  is  extensive  during  the  Summer  months, 
is  only  partly  controlled  by  powers  obtaining  in  the  Porthcawl 
Urban  District  Act,  1914. 

The  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  comes  into  force  on 
October  1st,  1939,  requires  that  all  such  premises  be  registered. 

When  of  good  quality  it  is  a valuable  food.  It  should 
be  packed  in  sealed  cartons  on  manufacture  as  is  done  by  the 
best  traders.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  13,  as  compared  with  26 
during  1937  and  7 notifications  during  1936.  All  the  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  this 
disease. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  free  to  Medical  Prac- 
titioners for  patients  residing  within  the  Urban  Area.  Quantities 
are  kept  at  the  Council  Offices  and  at  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Residence  and  also'  at  the  Police  Stations  at  John  Street,  Newton 
and  Nottage,  where  it  may  be  procured  immediately  at  any  hour. 

No  action  was  taken  to  provide  artificial  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

6 cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  to  me,  as  compared 
with  24  cases  for  1937,  and  6 cases  for  1936.  4 patients  were 

removed  to  hospital,  the  remaining  2 cases  were  treated  at  home. 
The  disease  continued  to  be  of  a mild  type  generally  and  no 
deaths  occurred. 
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Pneumonia. 


All  forms  of  Pneumonia  are  not  notifiable.  2 cases  of 
Acute  Primary  Bronchial  Pneumonia,  1 of  Influenzal  Pneumonia 
and  1 case  of  Lobar  Pneumonia  were  notified  to  me  during  1938. 
2 deaths  were  certified  (all  forms)  as  due  to  this  disease. 


Other  Notifiable  Diseases. 

1 case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  during  the  year. 
This  patient  was  removed  to  hospital  and  recovered. 


Non-Notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  these  diseases  was  not  marked  during  the 
year.  No  deaths  were  recorded  for  Whooping  Cough  or 
Measles. 


Disinfection. 

On  the  termination  of  illness  or  removal  of  the  case  to 
hospital,  the  premises  are  disinfected  by  formalin  lamps  or  other 
appropriate  means.  Sufficient  disinfectant  and  printed  direc- 
tions are  given  to  the  occupier  for  securing  the  domestic  cleansing 
and  treatment  of  bedclothes  and  other  articles. 

Books  from  a Public  Lending  Library  found  in  infected 
premises  are  confiscated  and  destroyed  by  burning.

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Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 


No  special  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis.  All  cases  notified  or  otherwise  coming 
to  my  notice,  are  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
pays  close  attention  to  the  habitable  condition  of  the  premises, 
provision  for  isolation  of  the  patient,  and  preventing  the  spread  of 
this  disease. 

Treatment  of  the  patient  is  left  to'  the  Medical  Practitioner 
in  attendance,  who,  either  directly  or  through  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  obtains  the  assistance  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association,,  and  as  a result  of  the  procedure  6 
patients  w'ere  admitted  to  the  institutions  of  the  Association 
during  the  year. 

The  nearest  Tuberculosis  visiting  station  and  dispensary  is 
at  Bridgend,  where  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  visits  weekly  for 
consultation  and  examination  of  patients.

These  enactments  make  provision  for  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
where  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  a Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  that  the  lodging  or  accommodation  provided  for 
that  person  is  such  that  proper  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection  cannot  be  taken,  or  that  such  precautions  are  not 
being  taken  and  that  serious  risk  of  infection  is  thereby  caused 
to  other  persons. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  head  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment in  1938. 
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The  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 

1925. 

The  above  Regulations  prohibit  the  employment  m connec- 
tion with  a dairy  of  any  person  who  is  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  if  his  employment  involves  the  milking  of  cows, 
the  treatment  of  milk,  or  the  handling  of  vessels  for  containing 
milk.  If  a Local  Authority,  on  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  is  satisfied  that  a person  residing  in  their 
district  is  so  employed,  and  is  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, and  is  in  an  infectious  state,  they  may  require  such 
person  to'  discontinue  his  employment.  Compensation  is  to  be 
paid  to  any  person  who  sustains  damage  by  reason  of  the  exer- 
cise of  any  of  the  powers  of  these  Regulations  if  he  himself  is 
not  in  default. 

The  Local  Authority  took  no  action  under  these  Regula- 
tions during  the  year.
